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WANDA JACKSON 
AND THE DUSTY 45s

On Thursday, April 19, the CCPA along 
with KRVM’s Son of Saturday Gold and 
Country Classics proudly welcome Wanda 
Jackson & the Dusty 45’s along with Sallie 
Ford & the Sound Outside. 

In today’s society, people throw around 
words like “greatness” and “legend” seemingly 
too lightly. But in this case, it’s completely 
justified. Sometimes referred to as the Queen 
of Rock (or rockabilly), Wanda Jackson is a 
legend. 

Born in Oklahoma, and raised in both 
Oklahoma and California, Wanda got an 
early start performing music as a singer, 
songwriter, pianist and guitarist. Heavily 
involved in the pioneering of the rock ‘n’ 
roll movement of the 50’s and 60’s, her first 
tour was in 1955/1956 with non other than 
Elvis Presley. Jackson has said it was Presley, 
along with her father, who encouraged her to 
sing rockabilly. 

In 1956, Jackson signed with Capitol 
Records and in the following years 
released hit rockabilly and country songs such 

as “Fujiyama Mama”, “Lets Have a Party”, 
nee or Wrong”, and “In the Middle 
of a Heartache”. In 1963 she recorded a 
cover of Jerry Lee Lewis’ “Whole Lotta 
Shakin’ Going On” and received her first 
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Grammy nomination. 

Jackson continued to tour and record 
throughout the 6os, 70’s and 80s, and has 
been a credited influence to a new generation 
of female vocalists including Cindy Lauper, 
Rosanne Cash, Pam Tillis and Jann Browne. 
More recently, she released critically acclaimed 
albums Heart Trouble (2003), I Remember 
Elvis (2006) and The Party Aint Over (2011), 
which was a collaboration between Wanda 
and Jack White of The White Stripes. 

Over Jackson’s lengthy and still strong 
career, she has compiled an impressive resume 
This has 


not gone unrecognized, and in 2009 Wanda

Wanda Jackson & the Dusty 45’s live 
show contains her signature rockabilly snarl, 
as well as soothing country tunes. The Dusty 
45’s bandleader Billy Joe Huels warns, “She’s 
still young and a whippersnapper. Don’t 
mess with Wanda.” 

Opening for Wanda Jackson and the 
Dusty 45’s are up-and-coming rockabilly 
rollers Sallie Ford & the Sound Outside. 


Based in Portland, Sallie and the Sound play 
with an old school 50’s rock ‘n’ roll style that 
should fit right in with the night’s headliners. 

Sallie Ford’s voice fills a room, and has 
been compared to Ella Fitzgerald and Billie 
Holiday. The band is Ford (guitar, vocals), 
Jeff Munger (guitar), Ford Tennis (drums) 
and Tyler Tornfelt (upright bass). 

Since getting together in 2007, the group 
is beginning to gain national attention. They 
released their first full length album called 


On Saturday, April 28, the CCPA and 
University of Oregon Campus Radio 88.1 
FM KWVA proudly welcome Lafa Taylor 
back to his hometown along with special 
guests Bass Science and Dream Dusters.

From 2006 through 2008 he packed the 
WOW Hall on multiple occasions. 

Lafa’s music carries a message of 
inspiration and activation for all walks of 
life while staying gritty, bass heavy and 
most importantly, danceable. His vocal 
style ranges from sweet melodic choruses 
to tongue twisting rapid rhymes. He is 
also known for his intricate beat boxing, 
and creates live loops in ableton on the 
spot. Lafa has a great talent for connecting 
with his audience and working with the 
energy of the crowd. 

In the summer of 2003, at age 17, 
Lafa self produced and released his debut 
album Life Music. 
Hot Winter after three months of traveling 


In 2004 he released 


around Costa Rica with a portable studio 
in his backpack. 

Next Lafa headed out to conquer 
Japan. There he became a part of the 
multi platinum band Def Tech and played 
a 26 city tour. Every venue of this tour 
was sold out, including the prestigious 
Budokan in Tokyo with a capacity of 
Lafa’s song “Lift 
Up” with Def Tech saw major success in 


over 9,000 people. 


Japan. It was licensed for a Sony Ericsson 
commercial and the music video saw 
heavy rotation on MTV Japan and Space 
Shower. 


Lafa’s third disc, Different was released 
in 2005. The lyrics witty, uplifting and 
thought provoking, and the production 
showcases Lafa’s maturing skills as 
beatmaker and producer. 

Since Different Lafa has been redefining 
his sound and making noise in the West 
Coast bass music scene, DJing under the 
alias FreakFunk. In addition, he plays 
in a live electronic duo with Russ Liquid 
known as BounceBrigade. 

Says Lafa, “I’ve been living in Oakland 
for over two years now. I just 
released a 5 song EP entitled 
Mixed Emotions a few weeks 
ago. The EP has received a great 
response so far! (600 likes and 
about 10,000 plays). Its a little 
scary after such a gap of not 
putting any substantial 
body of work out; you g 
hope that the fans are 
able to catch up. 
Its like they’ve 
missed part 
of your story 
and you have 
to just be like ‘Hi, 
this is where I am now.’ I’ve 
changed a little bit; hope 
you like it.”

“The Mountain was me going

Arrow serves as the recorded 
debut of the Heartless Bastards’ 
current iteration, their greatest 
lineup since Wennerstrom first 
convened the band back in 2003. 
Drummer Dave Colvin and bassist 
Jesse Ebagh — both of whom played 
on the Bastards’ first-ever demo 
recordings — returned to the fold 
in order to play live behind The 
Mountain. Soon after embarking 
on tour, Wennerstrom decided to 
put more meat on the band’s raw 
bones by enlisting guitarist Mark 


Nathan, who had ostensibly come 
aboard to handle the live sound. 

The expanded lineup was soon 
ready to record, but Wennerstrom 
knew she needed some downtime 
to turn her musical ideas into full- 
fledged songs. She embarked on 
several solo road trips designed to 
help focus her songwriting. 

“I didn’t feel like I was getting 
much done, but I realized that a 
lot of that experience ended up 
being reflected in the songs,” she 
says. 

2o11 saw the Heartless Bastards 
taking the opportunity to road-test 
Wennerstrom’s new songs on a 
bare-bones “acoustic” tour as well 
as on a series of dates supporting 
The band set 
to work on Arrow just two short

days after their return to Austin, a 
revved-up, well-oiled rock ‘n’ roll 
machine. 

“There’s a definite sound that 
comes from a band that’s been 
on the road and I really feel like 
it’s translated on the album,” says 
Wennerstrom. 

Arrow sees the Heartless 
Bastards doing what all great 
bands do — furthering their artistic 
scope with each successive effort. 
The album flies straight, honest 
and true — the finest distillation 
yet of this extraordinary rock ‘n’ 
roll band’s fiery, unforgettable 
sound. 

David Vandervelde dropped 
out of the sky in early 2007 with 


the well-received indie classic 


The Moonstation House Band, 
a healthy slab of cosmic, primal 
rock boogie. On his sophomore 
effort Waiting for the Sunrise 
Vandervelde put forth a focused 
set of songs that recall classic 


themes of journey and infinity. 


Vandervelde’s most recent

With his debut album Ultra, 
Tucson’s Brian Lopez has begun 
the real work of going inside 
himself to find out what he has to 
say to the world.

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fIREHOSE REUNITED 


On Tuesday, April 1o, th 
CCPA and University of oan 
Campus Radio 88.1 FM KWVA 
proudly welcome fIREHOSE 
back to the WOW Hall with Tera 
Melos and Golden Motors. 

Last here in 1993, fIREHOSE 
features two of the Minutemen, 
Mike Watt and George Hurley, 
reunited with Ed fROMOHIO 
(actually Charles Edward 
Crawford). 

Named “Best Instrumentalist” 
in the WOW Hall Awards for 
1998 and 2000, Mike Watt 
came to fame as bassist for The 
The band — Mike 
Watt on bass, guitarist D Boon 


Minutemen. 


and drummer George Hurley — 
recorded 4 albums and 8 EPs from 
1981-1985 and was an integral part 
of Los Angeles’s explosive early 
punk and hardcore scene. 

The Minutemen had just 
concluded a U.S. tour (opening 
for then rising stars REM), when 
D. Boon died in a van accident 
on an Arizona highway early in 
the morning of December 22, 
1985. For months after, Watt was 
grieving hard, unsure if he would 
or could continue making music 
without Boon, his best friend and 
muse. 

Crawford, a then 21-year- 
old guitarist and fan from the 
Midwest, heard (inaccurately) that 
Watt was looking for musicians 
to start another band. Ed found 
Watt’s number in the phone book, 
called him and then headed out 
to San Pedro, California, from 
Columbus. Ed camped out on 
the floor of Watt’s tiny apartment 
in Pedro for several months until 
an understandably depressed and 
unsettled Watt agreed to form a 
band with him and George Hurley. 
That trio, fIREHOSE (1986-1994), 


recorded 5 albums (3 on SST and 2 
on Columbia Records), 2 EPs and 
did 20 tours. 

“I am forever grateful to 
Edward for getting me back in 
the saddle and wrestling bass 
again,” states Watt. “I got the 
name fIREHOSE from watching 
a film short of Bob Dylan doing 
‘Subterranean Homesick Blues’ 
using cue cards for the lyrics. I 
thought that it was funny when 
he held up the card that said 
‘firehose’.” 

Over the course of seven and 
a half years, fIREHOSE developed 
their own musical identity apart 
from the Minutemen while still 
maintaining the same dynamic 
synthesis of punk, funk and free 
jazz. They toured nonstop and 
consistently played to packed 
audiences in the U.S. and Europe. 

All in all, fIREHOSE played 
980 shows before disbanding in 
1994. Having been a member of 
a group since he was a teenager, 
Watt was ready to begin a new 
musical adventure: playing bass 
with lots of different musicians in 
lots of different configurations. In 
1995 he released and toured his first 
solo album Ball Hog or Tugboat? 

Since that time, Watt has 
performed at the WOW Hall as 
Mike Watt & the Black Gang 
Crew (1998), Mike Watt & the 
Pair of Pliers (‘99), Mike Watt & 
the Jom and Terry Show (2000), 
and Mike Watt and the Secondmen 
(‘03). He has also recorded and/ 
or toured with Banyan, Porno 
For Pyros, the Madonnabes, Dos, 
Hellride, J Mascis + The Fog, Iggy 
and the Stooges, The Unknown 
Instructors, Book of Knots, 
Funanori, Estel, Brother’s Sister’s 
Daughter, Floored by Four, The 


Missingmen, Emma Goldman 


Bust-Out Brigade and Il Sogno del 
Mariano. He also hosts a regular 


internet radio show aptly entitled, 
the Watt From Pedro Show. 
George Hurley has been 


involved in several musical 
projects and bands including Vida 
(with ex-Black Flag member Dez 
Cadena), Red Krayola and Tripod 
(both with Tom Watson) and the 
Unknown Instructors. Like Watt, 
George resides in San Pedro. 

Ed Crawford has also been 
involved in a handful of musical 
projects including fronting the 
North Carolina trio Grand 
National and playing guitar and 
touring with the now defunct alt- 
country band Whiskeytown. He 
currently resides in Pittsburgh and 
fronts the Ed Crawford Trio. 

Asked whether fIREHOSE was 
planning to make a new album, 
Watt, who has several collaborative 
recordings scheduled for release in 
2012, replied, “When Edward was 
asking me about doing new gigs, 
he also said he wanted to write... 
So, I don’t know — maybe down 
the road.” 

After three stellar solo albums 
and a fourth with his indie 
collective The Squids, prolific 
Northwest singer-songwriter Dan 
Jones has put together a new 
combo: The Golden Motors. On 
their debut blast of postpunk rock, 
the songcraft is up front, the guitars 
are loud, and multiple decades of 
underground rock are jammed 
into one psychedelic punky-garage 
rock and roll tour-de-force. SST 
bands, 60’s pop, the twining lines 
of Crazy Horse, the open tune 
folk-drone of Sonic Youth and 
midwest alt-rock — it’s all here on 
yet another great record penned by 
Eugene’s prolific, under-the-radar 
gem and released on his own label, 
Daily Records.

On Wednesday, April 18, the 
CCPA and KRVM welcome the 
Portland Cello Project back for a 
CD Release Concert. 

The Portland Cello Project 
sold out the WOW Hall when 
they performed here in January. 
This month they are back to 
celebrate their new studio album, 
Homage, set for May 1, 2012 
release through Jealous Butcher 
Records. The ensemble will be 
covering compositions by Kanye 
West, Jay-Z, Osvaldo Golijov, L’il 
Wayne, Andre 3000, Talib Kweli 
and others. 

In the ultimate test of their quest 
to find those universal moments of 
beauty that tie all musical genres 
together, the Portland Cello Project 
(or PCP) have created Homage.
